City contracts for joint iiabiiity insurance 


The city of Sierra Madre now has liability in¬ 
surance. At an adjourned meeting Friday morning, 
the Sierra Madre City Council voted to join the 
Coachella Valley Joint Powers Insurance Authority 
(JPIA) effective Mar. 1,1986. 

Councilwoman Lisa Fowler, who has pushed the 
council for this decision the past month, made the 
motion after Citjy Attorney Charles Marlin also^ 
urged council members, “We have no insuranee, no 
defense, no legal firm on contract. We are in an 
untolerable position. We cannot stay as sve arc . . . 
Coachella is the only game in town.” 

For $50,000 self-insured retention (which has 
been described as the deductible). Sierra Madre will 
pay $34,498 premium for $1 million coverage plus 
$2000 for membership and participation in the gen¬ 
eral liability insurance program and $1000 “in lieu 
of membership fees.” That “entrance fee” is a one¬ 
time only fee, according to City Administrator Jim 
McRea, who went through a detailed explanation 
for the council Friday at the adjourned 7 a.m. meet- 


pool their resources together to pay judgments 
between $125,000and $1 million. 

The risk sharing pool is to be used to pay for 
catastrophic claims in excess of $125,000 on a pool¬ 
ed risk basis. No repayment of claims above the 
$125,000 level will be required. 

The coverage results in a collective sigh of re¬ 
lief from, not only city employees, but also City 
Council ttr ie iH b e r s-and members of city-commissions 
and boards at the direction of the city. 

Specific areas of coverage include bodily injury 
or property damage, personal injury and/or “pub¬ 
lic officials’ errors and omissions.” This covers 
any actual or alleged misstatement or misleading 
statement or act or omission by neglect or breach of 
duty. 

It also covers medical malpractice of the emer¬ 
gency medical technicians working for the city’s 
volunteer fire department. 

McRea lold council members the insurance 
policy does not cover losses arising out of struc¬ 


tural failure of a dam. It also does not cover 
claims arising out of the escape of pollutants. And 
it excludes coverage of past salary or wages due 
because of discrimination or because of “wronglul 
termination of violation of civil rights of any 
employee or official.” 

Sierra Madre is a good risk since last year’s 
claims equaled ''bOOO. 

Fifty-eight counties, indbding Los Angeles, 
and at least 270 cities have officially, endorsed 
the Taxpayers for Fair Responsibility who have 
organized to change Calilornia’s ‘ dccp-pockct 
law. In mid-January, the initiative qualified for the 
June ballot. 

Basic lines are drawn between insurance com¬ 
panies and business groups against trial lawyers. 
However, the campaign coalition looks like a Who s 
Who of groups representing education, law enforce¬ 
ment, professions, taxpayer and consumer groups

Only the style and techniques of mak¬ 
ing those changes have changed. The em¬ 
phasis Is less on what we give up and 
more on what we give of ourselves, less on 
staying away from fun and foods and more 
on staying away from those things that 
separate us from the love of Qod. 

What never changes about Lent Is the 
call to repentance and conversion, to shun 
sins large and small while constantly 
moving closer to Qod through Jesus 
Christ. When It works well, we gain much 
more than we give up — life with the 
Lord. 

Times have changed. Yes, but not the 
time of Lent. Why 40 days? Throughout 
the Hebrew and Christian Scriptures, 40 
signifies a long time, often a time of trial. 
The flood lasted 40 days. The Israelites, 
after fleeing Egypt, spent 40 years in the 
desert; it took a generation for them to 
change their ways from a slave people to 
the people of Qod. 

Elijah spent 40 days on a desert 
Journey to meet Qod on Mount Sinai. 
Moses spent 40 days with Qod on that 
same mountain. Jesus spent 40 days of 
trial and hardship In the desert under as¬ 
sault from Satan. 

The scriptural significance of the 
number 40 may be this: Change — giving 
up old, comfortable ways for new, per¬ 
haps, risky ways — takes time. To change 
from alienation — sin — to an intimate 
life with a kind and loving Qod, takes time. 
A wise church and generous Qod give us 
that time, even while prompting us to 
sense the urgency to begin now to 
change. 

When Lent works its discipline of pe¬ 
nance and conversion, our Hosannas ring 
true, our joy Is real. The grace of Qod flows 
between heaven and earth. All the world 
comes alive with the kindness and love of 
the Risen Christ. 

But first ahead are those cleansing 
40 days of Lent: Qod’s generous gift of 
time. Lent begins with a touch of Ashes — 
sign of our sin, death, mourning, and ends 
in life-giving Light — Jesus’ Resurrection 
and His invitation to us to share in His 
glorious new life. 


Is tax override 
the answei? 

Our two-week survey to the communi¬ 
ty requesting guidance for dealing with 
the Sierra Madre Police Association’s re¬ 
quest for a salary increase beyond the 
6% given them by the Sierra Madre City 
Council reveals a community that would 
like to see a tax override attempted. 

It seems obvious that the present 
council has completed all its plans for the 
police association. Therefore, we urge the 
association to fall back and wait for the 
new council’s reaction to what associa¬ 
tion members believe is their salary in¬ 
sufficiency. 

City Administrator Jim McRea out¬ 
lined for The News the procedure in a tax 
override. It includes a three-step process: 
decision of the council to put to the vote 
of the electorate; arguments for and 
against how the vote should read; and it 
must pass by two-thirds vote. 

Because of the high cost of a special 
election (McRea says $15,00Q to $20,000), 
either the June primary or the November 
general election would be the time for 
such an election. The cost in either of 
these would be between $4000 or $5000, 
McRea speculates. 

Next week’s edition of The News 
will include more detailed information 
concerning such an election. In the mean¬ 
time, citizens of Sierra Madre should be 
thinking about the possibility of such an 
election.

Under ihe heading of “WhaJ paper do you 
read?” or even "What station do you watch/ 
listen to?” is the latest from the experts 
(self-labeled) on what to do with IRA funds: 

One expert (definition of an expert; any¬ 
body over 100 miles from home) says the three 
top IKA picks these days are venture-capital 
mortgages, equipment leasing and foreign 
stocks. Another expert, who evidently had the 
same lunch as expert #1, says that these 
three are indeed risky, once the average person 
deciphers what they’re talking about, but that 
they are "solid investments.” They’re risky 
but also solid investments? That’s like being a 
little bit pregnant or a little bit dead: you 
are or you are not, period. 

Which? Well, venture capital is money 
used to start new businesses, eight out of 10 
which usually fail. Your odds are eight to two 
that you will lose your IRA, at a time in life 
wheti you really can’t afford to lose your nest 
egg because you’re not 25 anymore to do it 
all over again. Of course, if your bu.siness 
is one of the two that makes it, you’re on 
easy street. Equipment leasing is a complex 
tax writeoff arrangement. Some people don’t 
care for it because, say, if the equipment is 
computers or trucks, things can happen so that 
your computers or trucks are so ob.solete or 
worn out when cash-in time comes that nobody 
watits them, which leaves you holding the well- 
known bag. 

Foreign stocks, the third and last "risky 
but solid” IRA possibility, is not only a pig in 
a poke but you can’t find out how big a pig 
or what color or who’s got the poke. No 
wotider batiks plus S&Ls still gel 65% of all 
IRA funds, though the percentage is falling 
because better yields are obtainable elsewhere. 
But these three experts? Will Rogers: “Infor¬ 
mation’s pretty thin stuff until you mix it with 
experience.”

Is itmy imagination, or have the days of 
mystery, adventure and treasure come to an 
end? It seem& like a long time since anyone 
has discovered any long-lost gold mines or 
remembered any long-forgotten legends. Until 
me, that is. I recently ran across an article 
that had my thirst for adventure and mystery 
running wild. 

Everyone knows about Salton Sea, the 
lowest area of land in the U.S. It is 200 
feel below sea level and oftentimes in jhe past, 
the Colorado River has changed its course 
and flowed into the Salton Sea. At least on 
two occasions, noted from fossil evidence, the 
river has broken through Ihe delta-plane and 
joined with Ihe sea. It is, therefore, logical 
to assume that ships could have sailed inland, 
only to be stranded in Ihe Anza Borego 
Desert.

It was 
too high for them to reach, so they returned 
to the campsite for supplies. That was when 
the earthquake struck. It not only leveled 
Long Beach, but caused damage for miles 
around, including demolishing the cliff and the 
canyon where the ship was. 

Mrs. Botts feels the ship could have been 
Phoenecian, Roman, but most probably Viking 
and is probably still buried in Agua Caliente 
Springs area. So, I guess my thirst for 
adventure and mystery is stirred again and I 
will just have to pull out my backpack, pick 
and showel and head for the springs.

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Robert Campbell exhibite at La Quinta this weekend. 

Robert Campbell uses ‘abstract realism’ 


; A Sierra Madre artist, Robert Campbell, is 
showing some of his work at Cabot’s Old Indian 
Pueblo in Desert Hot Springs. The uniqueness of 
' this situation is that Cabot’s was built originally 
by Cabot Yerxa, a relative of Sierra Madrean 
Miner Harkness. Yerxa was Sierra Madre’s first 
postmaster. 

Campbell has also been asked to exhibit his 
work at the La Quinta Arts Festival in La Quinta 
this weekend, March 7, 8 and 9. 

Yerxa built the pueblo — the original build¬ 
ing — as his home, museum, trading post, art 
gallery, rock shop and provided guest houses in the 
pueblo revival style as a tribute to the Native 
American cultures. He was known as an artist, 
architect, writer, translator, adventurer, discoverer, 

} mystic, friend and loner. He died of a heart 
' attack in March, 1965, at age 83 while reading his 
paper in the kitchen of his home, the Old Indian 
Pueblo. 

Yerxa came to the area in 1913, but it was in 
1941 that he started the Old Indian Pueblo. 

Campbell says “Cole Eyrand deserves mention 
for his efforts at preserving this place.” 

It is fitting that Campbell should exhibit his 
work at Cabot’s since the desert of the North 
American Southwest is his favorite subject. He en¬ 
joys combining graphic lines and forms with his use 
of color to embellish the desert’s stark simplicity 
andserenity. 

“When I paint an Indian petroglyph or pueblo 
wall, I am connecting myself to the persons who 
created them. When the Hisatsinom (Hopi word 
meaning ‘people of long ago’) made these things, 
they were associating with their environment and 
the earth around them. I am also interested in the 
connection between water and wind and their effect 
on the face of a cliff. The same water gently 
dripping erodes and creates massive land forma¬ 
tions,” Campbell says. 

He calls his current style “abstract realism — 
taking real images from life and abstracting them 
with color and composition.” 

He works in acrylic on canvas or wood, 
watercolor, pen and ink and silk screen. 

“1 have a primary interest in the visual aspects

of life. What I do is a total form of self ex¬ 
pression . . . what I wish to express is a personal 
view; it is not in anticipation of what will please 
others,” Campbell explains. 

He says he wants to portray a certain amount 
of mystery of the world. “Indian ruins and pet- 
roglyphs are mysteries of man’s past life; Using 
several images or scenes in one picture also creates 
mystery so that each viewer can imagine and ob¬ 
tain something special from my work.” 

His work is stark and vibrant. It reflects his 
love of ancient history and geology. 

Perhaps, his trips to the Grand Canyon as a 
child molded part of his present work. The de¬ 
solation and quietude of the desert were positives 
for his work. 

Campbell’s father is an architect and painter, 
and Campbell says his father has been a great 
influence to him, also. 

Campbell was born in Los Angeles and raised 
in Altadena. He has been a resident of Sierra Madre 
since 1968. He worked in the Sierra Madre Post 
Office for three years. 

The local artist began painting after high 
school. He attended Pasadena City College, and 
from 1975 to 1978 attended Art Center College of 
Design in Los Angeles. 

He says, “1 have lived in the foothills of these 
mountains all my life. This is my refuge. There is 
no better place to practice art in the whole South¬ 
west.” 

He has exhibited at Gallery 22, Gary Wesser’s 
gallery in Sierra Madre, as well as Seaside Gallery 
in Carpinteria; Moody Gallery in Pasadena; Brad¬ 
ley Gallery and Delphine Gallery in Santa Barbara; 
Zantman Art Gallery in Palm Desert; Contempo 
Art Gallery in Laguna Beach; and at the Wilde-

Other programs are being held the 
first Tuesday of each month. 

“Mental stress causes physical changes in the 
body,” he told the group. 

Some of the symptoms are hives, shortness 
of breath, problems with the digestive tract, in-, 
testinal disorders such as ulcers, and circulatory 
difficulties that cause illnesses such as high blood 
pressure, strokes and heart attacks. 

People react differently to stress: some pretend 
to be “laid back” while others go into a tizzy 
and get “stressed out.” 

Different levels of stress include normative and 
catastrophic. Langlois illustrated these two by des¬ 
cribing that when a young couple discover they arc 
going to have a child, they react with happiness. 
However, if a woman who is 45 years old finds 
out she is expecting a baby, this could have a 
catastrophic effect on her and her husband. 

Developmental transitions that cause stress are 
the birth of a child, the empty nest syndrome 
(when all the children leave), mid-life crises, re¬ 
tirement. Of course, there are job-related stresses 
such as financial, dealing with difficult people 
whether they are employees, employers or the pub-

Dr. Steven E. Jones, 
former Sierra Madre res- > 
ident and son of L. Earl I 
and Adrene Jones of i 
Sierra Madre, continues 
his work on nuclear fu¬ 
sion. He has received a 
$352,711 grant from the 
U.S. Dept, of Energy 
in that study. 

As a Brigham Young 
University physicist, 
Jones is known as one 
of the world’s leaders in 
experimenting with 
“cold” nuclear fusion. 
His work has the poten¬ 
tial of producing from 
one ounce of hydrogen 
an amount of energy 
equivalent to burning 
70,000 gallons of gas¬ 
oline. 

The process holds at 
least some promise of re- 
plaeing traditional nuc¬ 
lear fission as a source 
of energy. 

Fusion is the opposite 
of fission, he explains. 
Nuclear fusion is the 
force that runs the sun. 
Scientists used thermo¬ 
nuclear fusion to create 
hydrogen bombs. 

In conventional nuc¬ 
lear fission plants, the 
nuelei of heavy atoms 
are split to create ener¬ 
gy. With fusion, the nuc¬ 
lei of the lightest atoms 
are fused together. 

Cold fusion lakes place 
at room temperature and 
the key to the reaction 
is a sub-atomic particle 
called a muon.
